DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 4/8/08 in wliicli claims 1-9 and 11-14 
are pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this 
case is in condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been 
renumbered as 1-13, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: after an 
amplitude of one of the first and second input signals exceeds the first value of the 
detection threshold, the detection threshold compared to another one of the first and 
second input signals being decreased to the second value of the detection threshold as 
recited in claims 1 and 12. Comparing one of the first and second signals with a 
detection threshold having a second value being lower than the first value after the 
other of the first and second signals has reached the detection threshold with the first 
value as recited in claim 8.
